GRADUATE STUDY AND DEGREE CANDIDACY 

Upon admission to graduate study at the university a student will be classified as a non-de¬ 
gree student. In this status he may elect any graduate course for which he has the neces¬ 
sary prerequisites and which he feels is relevant to his academic and professional needs. 
If a student should later decide that he would like to become a candidate for a graduate 
degree at Mansfield University, he will be subject to further candidacy and degree require¬ 
ments as stipulated by academic departments. A student must file for degree candidacy 
prior to the completion of 15 graduate credits at Mansfield.

The 
history of abnormal psychology, clinical syndromes, contrasting con¬ 
ceptual models of disordered behavior, and applications in schools, 
courts and community settings. Emphasis is placed upon the special 
problems of referral, diagnosis and treatment in rural areas.

Problem-oriented methods of individual behavior change including 
brief forms of psychotherapy, behavior modification and crisis inter¬ 
vention are considered in light of their application in modern commu¬ 
nity mental health programs.
